Soual Cirenlation) Act 1909 (9 Edw, ‘VIL, eap. 87) was passed, aul it is ‘now necessary to” 
enact a similar measure in India.

‘Ws, the undersigned, Members of tho Select Committee to which the Bill to make 
better provision for the protection and preservation of certain wild birds ‘aud animals was 
referrol, have considered the Bill, and have now the honowr'to submit this our Report, with 
the Bill as amended by us annexed thereto. 


2. We bave amended clause 3 of the Bill and empowered Local Governments to declare 
close seasons for the female and young of sueh wild birds and animals as are protected. by the 
Bill. * 


3. Wo have'amended clause 5 by striking out that portion of the clause which autho- 
rises a Court to confiseate any arms onothor implements used for the commission of an offence 


under the Act, wis 


4. We have added a new clause to the Bill providing that no Court inferior to that of a 
Prosidenoy Magistrate or a Magistrate of the seoond class shall try any offence under the Act. 


BY We haye added another new clause eifpowering Local Governments to “grant lioonsées 
to'capture and kill wild birds and animals in the interests of ecientifio research,
